The Message of Easter 



THROUGHOUT l lie world 
Easter, inosi solemn fcsii- 
val of the Christian Gnnrli. 
will be celebrated this week. 

Those who go to church will hear 
again in song and sermon the story 
ol the tragic, triumphant climax of 
Christ's life. 

Millions ol others whom statisticians 
rale as Christians will riot give sn much 
as it parsing thought to the events of 
2000 years ago, which provide them with 
a holiday now. 

And yet, II it would, this riven, driven 
world might find salvatlrm through Lhc 
message of Easter. 

Modern man is faced by colossal dis- 
asters of his own making He twists and 
tunui along many roads In a feverish 
search for safety from his brothers and 
pfcace and plenty for himself. 

He does not ask as Hie people of Jeru- 
salem asked Christ 2000 years ago: 
"What shall I do to be saved?" 

Hather he asks of nobody in pnr- 
unilor: -What can then da to save me— 
Irom the next atom bomb or the next 
depression?" 

Under the shadow of these immediate 
dangers Tie seems to have forgotten his 
old need for ionic unifying force or lofty 
ideal that, would raise him above the 
beasts. 

Yet the answer Christ gave 201)0 years 
ago could help him now. 

It is an intensely personal message and 
a very simple one. The essence of Christ's 
teaching Is, "ftrlmlil, (he kingdom of 
God Is within y«u," 

It Is not a comfortable doctrine If you 
think about it. It throws responsibility 
right back on the individual. It suggests 
that "they" can do nothing for you. 

Man's salvation. Christ taught, must 
come from within. He to himself the 
: ource of good or evil

In 2000 years mankind lias not raced

not taken the responsibility or the free 
choice between good and evil that Is the 
heritage 01 Adam. 

Nor has man made any attempt to 
obey Christ's primary injunction thar 
"Ye love one another" — even to loving 
your enemies. 

The human race, as & result of Its 
own perfidy, now finds Itself In a very 



tight spot. It looks as though lis member 
must learn to love one another or perish. 

If men were logical creatures II Mould 
be natural for them to lorn now and 
examine with belated wonder the words 
of one win) advised tfn m to do just thai 
M» long ago. 

Mere humans can always find too many 
pmcUcal reasons for hating nelghboi 
and enemy alike Lo come within noddinp 
distance of the Christian ideal of love 
So they dismiss Christ as a visionary 
to whose dreams they may pay lip-ser- 
vice on Sunday (If they get thai far) 
and forget the rest of the week. 

And how he hated llp-servlcel 

" Why call ye me Lord, Lord,'' He asked

What He preached, he put Into pr* 
lice.

Laud duing the work that came to hand,
